SPEED AND DISTANCE

Dayton, O., April 17.—Lieuts, John 
A. MacReady and Oakley Kelly landed 
the Fokker monoplane T-2 at 9:43 
o'clock tonight, establishing a new 
world’s record for sustained flying. 
They were in the air 36 hours 5 min- 
utes and 20 seconds. The former rec- 
ord was 34 hours and 19 minutes. 
Their plane had a 400 horse power Lib- 
erty motor. 

Traveling over a fifty kilometer tri- 
angular course, the pilots had covered 
2,541.2 miles when they landed at Wil- 
bur Wright field tonight. This beats 
the world’s record of 2,016 miles sus- 
tained flight, made by the two men 
on their flight last summer from San 
Diego to Indianapolis. 

MacReady and. Kelly also set marks 
for 2,500, 3,000, 3,500, and 4,000 kilo- 
meters, the respective time being 21 
hours 37 minutes 3 seconds, 26 hours 
1 minute 32 seconds, 30 hours 28 min- 
utes 51.4 Beconds, and 35 hours 6 min- 
utes 38.4 seconds, 

Lieut. Harold Harris of McCook 
field, flying a De Haviland 4-B, broke 
all records for 1,500 and 2,000 kilom- 
eters. Against the old record of sixty- 
two miles an hour, Harris maintained 
an average speed of 114 miles an hour 
throughout his flight. His time for 
1,500 kilometers was eight hours and 
nine minutes, and for 2,000 kilometers 
was ten hours and fifty-three minutes. 

Carrying a dead weight of 2;242 
pounds, a navy biplane piloted by 
Lieut. Rutledge Irvine, Anacosta sta- 
tion, Washington, D. C., gained an alti- 
tude of 11,300 feet over McCook field 
this afternoon. This is the highest al- 
titude ever gained by a single motored 
ship, carrying this much weight.

Mr. Fitzmorris’ administration set a high mark 
in the essentials of.police efficiency, and we hope 
Supt. Collins will maintain the level reached, and, 
if possible, raise it. On one principle we trust he 
is determined—namely: that his foremost duty is 
to fight organized crime, and to make life and 
property in Chicago as safe as possible. 


FIXED BRIDGES. 
Advocates of fixed bridges over the Chicago river 
have found an invaluable recruit in Maj. Rufus 
W. Putnam, district engineer of the war depart- 
ment. Maj. Putnam declares Chicago can restore 
its lost lake traffic and at the same time greatly 
facilitate land traffic within the city by the simul-| 
taneous construction of fixed bridges and adequate 
lake front shipping facilities, 


Certainly that is a consummation devoutly to be 
wished. The major’s figures on the decréase of 
lake shipping to and from Chicago are startling. 
He says Chicago river and.herbor traffic has de- 
creased from 10,500,000 tons in 1889 to 1,500,000 
tons at present. He puts the blame largely upon 
the aidire bridges., Without putting our judg- 
ment above that of the major, we are inclined to 
doubt that the reduction is so largely due to inter- 
ference with river traffic, but certainly In’so far. 
aw it is due to that the situation should be cor- 
rected, It can be corrected by the construction of 
harbor facilities outside the Chicago river. 

Fixed bridges should follow logically. There is 
no question that they would relieve land traffic 
of many irritating and costly delays. Incidentally 
they could be an architectural beautification’ of the 
city, and would relieve us of. an annual cost’ of 
gome $1,000,000 now consumed by: maintenance and 
operation.

Tells of U. S. Business 
Men’s Visit Abroad. 


New York, April 17.—[Special.]— 
Julius H. Barnes, who recently re- 
turned from an extended trip over Eu- 
rope with a delegation of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, told his 
observations on the economic condi- 
tions of Europe and some of his per- 
sonal experiences at a dinner given by 
A. C. Bedford at the Metropolitan club 
on Moriday night. The dinner was at- 
tended by publishers and owners and 
business-managers of newspapers. The 
text of Mr. Barnes’ speech was made 
public tonight. 

“We come back with the feeling 
that there is a great stirring in néw 
quarters and new peoples in the 
world,” he said. “In Turkey we found 
& general confidence that peace would 
be made in definite terms and in the 
near future. There was no apprehen- 
sion that war would be resumed in any 
sense. We found in Turkey the evi- 
gence of a beginning of the use of 

‘electric tram cars and telephones, and 

'*the automobile, the development of 
roads. We recal] that Turkey, up to 
fifteen years ago, prohibited by na- 
tional law,the uee of electricity, even 
in the form of a push button. 


Good Roads in Palestine. 


“Palestine; we found an extraordi- 
narily promising country: good roads; 
plenty of automobiles; every evidence 
of a fertile country, new buildings in 
the towns and along the roads. Pales- 
tine is very clearly in the way to na- 
tional prosperity. 

“What we saw of North Africa, of 
Egypt. of the near east, left the im- 
pression that these peoples in the near 
future would be great markets, con- 
suming the products of our industries 

-and of similar industries in the old 
world.” 

“The information that we got in 
Europe as to the progress in Russia 
under the new economic policy, was 
encouraging. This is confirmed by a 
record of grain exports which have 
taken place from Russia within the 
last four months. There has moved

Mr. Barnes was asked to explain the 
influence of igration or the stimu- 
lation of EuroBean immigration to the 
United States upon conditions in 
Europe. 

“Increase in immigration to the 
United States might aid Europe,” he 
said. “I think it is s serious prob- 
lem for America when it sees certain 
great industries very clearly under- 
manned today, with foreign labor very 
anxious to reach America. It became 
a great problem for America to decide 
at just what point it can absorb further 
immigration. Certainly it would be a 
great stimulus for Europe if an in- 
crease in immigration was allowed 
here and apparently our industries 
could absorb the immigration here 
very well.”

In the midst of the open season for 
choral music, one feels like extending 
thanks to Edgar Nelson and the Swe-| 
dish Choral club for the performance 
of “The Creation” that they put on) 


at Orchestra hall last night; it was 
vitalized singing, and with the assist- 
ance of those expert soloists, Marie Si- 
denius Zendt, John B. Miller, and Gus- 
taf Holmquist, there was reason to be- 
lieve that Haydn’s melodies sound as 
well in 1923 as when he wrote them, a 
century ago. 

“The Creation” ought to be of spe- 
cial interest to the musical antiquarian 
and statistician, since it contains some 
early examples of descriptive music. 
Simple, tentative, and rather amusing 
they are, yet they serve their purpose. 
The immense Leviathan, the tawny 
lion cheerfully roaring, the flexible 
tiger with sudden leap, and in long 
dimension, creeping, with sinuous 
grace, the worm, are about as accurate- 
ly described as ever Richard Strauss 
was able to paint in tone; There is just 
one exception. Hay@n evaded the 
bleating sheep, and Strauss did not. 

Which harks back to the original 
point, that “The Creation” had a: 
cheery, bright, and altogether com- 
mendable performance.

Other music of the evening was of 
the recital variety. Mrs. Clara M. 
Schevill, mezzo-soprano, and Mrs, Dag- 
mar Andersen Herem, pianist, joined 
their artistic resources to good effect 
at Fine Arts Recital hall. Mrs. Schevili 
displayed a light but flexible and gra 
cious voice with quality in it, an ex- 
cellent interpreting medium for the 
ancient Italian of Salvator Rosa and 
the modern Italian of Ottorino Res- 
pighi. Mrs. Herem’s playing had char- 
acter, of the kind that showed her as 
more nearly a personality than any 
newcoming pianist of the season. An- 
other pleasant event.
